But the 
magneto differs from the dynamo, or 
jenerator, In that permanent horstahoe 
magnet* are used in the flejd. Per- 
manent magnet* are too small and 
weak for the more powerful genera- 
tors and electro-magnets areu sed In- 
stead.

End club, for g!r!?f established last January in the old 
glove factory on Mill street. 
The club now has an en- 


rolled membership of 117, practically all of them girls 
who are unable to spend the money needed even for the 
modest dues of the parent association. They range in 
age from 8 to 16 years. 


The club *ims- to sive them wholesome recreation 


near their homes.. To this end a gymnasium ha% been .

seoond—crepe paper!

to say that more patience than crepe 
paper will be^ieedod; for^ the process 
Is rather a. tedious one. IJut th.a rope- 
work basket, when'flnnlly oompIejLed, 
Is practically unbreakable and even 
water will not seriously affect It. for 
a coat of shellac, or two roats, gives 
the finishing toueh «f basket likenm 
and also render the crepe paper rope 
Impervious to water.
